Kingsley) to meke available to Ci si abs its nceds from property taken 
back from FHWA. Qtr, Kingsley has replaced Mr. Fleming at the White 
House.) Mr. Kreper telephoned Caries toner Moreland to confirm that his 
informal understanding ctill oltained. Myr. Moreland inforraed him that the 
Department of Transaextation was strongly fighting the attempted recovery of 
the property and the third appeal was to be heard by the Property Review Board, 
Me, Kreger is confident that a recovery will be decided and thot in tarn. 
cur needs will be satisfied. Ne warned, however, that we would have te mate 
gore use of any additional property assicued to us - within a lO-yoar period - 
or would be subject to having GSA move to recover the property from us. I 
oe that the Agency wae AG evidencing an adversary position in relation 
DOT /FHWA since the Fairbank Rescarch Etation had consistently been a very 
a neighbor. CIA instead wished to ensure that as and when the proserty was 
taken away from DOT/FHWA CIA stood firct in line to pain the portion which 
it had plans to utilize. 
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6. Mr. Kxeger urgod that we take action to clue in our Congressional 
 comralttiees as enxly es possible in any building planning. He based this on 
‘his own experience in having worked for some six yoars for Senator Mumct 
on the Appropriaticas Committee. On the matter of the National Cepital 
Pienning Commission Mr. Kreger would not give any eticouragement to our 
desive to work around the: Commission althouch lireade a number of alternative 
attenmts in this cixection. Inctead, he encouraged that we act to “out oll on 
the water" that is, to take the initiative to go to the Commission to attenit to 
win coopexation carly on, end before we had any major comunitmont in dalare 
or time. 


7. Ithauked Mr. Krever fer his time and invited him to come to the 
Agency again co that we could devote more thus to touring outside tha 
building, He agresd prompdy and caid thet he would like to do f1ls early 
in April when Mr. Kunzlg would be in Vietrara and be would have more time 
to get away from headquertore area.
